— In view of the difficulties which 
arc being experienced in some of the border areas of the 
Punjab, as a result of the outbreak of hostilities, the Govern- 
ment of India have decided to provide during a temporary 
period tor (he grant of additional credit facilities in the. said 
areas through the existing agencies. In pursuance of this 
decision, it is hereby notified lhat the Government of Tndia 
will be prepared to enter into agreements with scheduled 
banks which have offices in the districts of Ferozepore, 
Amritsar. Gurdaspur, Jullundur, Ludhiana and Kapurthala 
on the fr, 'lowing terms and conditions : 


2. The Central Government's guarantee will be in respect 
of loans and advances granted to — 

(i) industrial units other than those in respect of which 
a guarantee can be applied for under the credit 
guarantee scheme for small-scale industries, and 

(ii) establishments or persons carrying on business as 
the sellers or suppliers of goods. 

provided that in either case the industrial unit, establishment 
or other person as the case may he has complied with the 
provisions of the Emergency Risks (Factories) Insurance 
Scheme or in e Emergency Risks (Goods) Insurance Scheme, 
if it i, applicable to it or to him. The amount of the 
Central Government's guarantee will be limited to ten per 
cent of the market value of the goods or properties pledged, 
hypothecated or mortgaged to the lending scheduled banks 
or the actual increase in the amount of the loan or advanco 
over the amount outstanding on the 1st September 1965, 
whichever is less. 

3 The guarantee in pursuance of this notification will be 
available only in respect of secured loans and advances 
granted before the 1st March 1966 on the pledge, hypothe- 
cation or mortgage of goods and properties. On the 1st 
March 1966 or before such subsequent date as may be 
specified by the Central Government in this behalf, the loans 
or advances in respect of which any guarantee has been 
furnished by the Central Government shall be called up by 
the scheduled banks to which the guarantee has been furnish- 
ed. and fresh loans or advances, not supported by the Cen- 
tral Government’s guarantee, may be granted by the banks 
to the borrowers, if necessary, in new accounts which shall 
be opened separately for this purpose. The guarantee offer- 
ed by the. Central Government shall, on the loans or advances 
being called up, cease to be in force, except to the extent of 
the liabilities incurred or obligations arising out of the 
guarantees at the time that they are revoked. 
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4. Every scheduled bank shall continue to hold all the 
promissory notes and unrealised securities even after the 
reimbursement to it by the Government of any loss in 
pursuance of the guarantee and shall agree to modify, alter 
or forego its rights in respect of any securities available to 
it to such an extent as to permit tire Central Government lo 
obtain and hold a pari paxsu charge on the said securities to 
the extent of the percentage share of the risks borne by that 
Government. 

5. A scheduled bank seeking a guarantee tn pursuance of 
this notification shall, in the event of the Government’s 
guarantee being invoked in the case of any loan or advance, 
undertake — 

(i) to credit to the Central Government any sums 
which may be realised thereafter from the indus- 
trial unit, establishment or person to whom the 
loan or advance has been granted, and 

(li) not to grant any other loan or advance to the In- 
dustrial unit, establishment or person on whose 
behalf the guarantee has been invoked, after the 
date on which it has been invoked, 

until such time as the amounts due to the Central Govern- 
ment have been paid to, or adjusted in favour of, the 
Central Government. 

6. The Director General Resettlement, Cabinet Secreta- 
riat, New Delhi, will be the authority who will enter into 
the prescribed agreements of guarantee with the scheduled 
banks eligible for the Central Government’s guarantees In 
pursuance of this notification. All scheduled banks operat- 
ing in the districts referred to in this notification are advised 
to contact the officer concerned immediately in case they 
wish to avail themselves of the facilities provided by the 
Central Government under this scheme.
